ASYLUM MATTEES. 
Charges of a Serious Character 
Preferred. 


Dr. H. Bergstein, late of the Ne- 
vada Insane Asylum, placed the 
following charges before the Board 
of Insane Com missioners, at Carson, 
to-day: : 

To the Honorable, the Board of 
Commissioners for the care of the 
Indigent Insane of the State of 
Nevada—Gentlemen: 

Believing it to be the duty of 
every citizen who may become cog- 
nizant of the misma ment of 
any State institution, or of the 
abuse of any of the unfortunate 
wards of the State, to place the 
facts before the proper authorities, 
that the wrongs and abuses may be 
corrected, I desire to place the fol- 
lowing cha against the Super- 
intendent of the Nevada Insane 
Asylum before your honorable body 
for investigation: First, That he 
is utterly unfitted for the position 
that he occupies, by reason of the 
fact that he appears utterly ignorant 
of the modern ideas fur the care and 
treatment of insane persons; his 
idea of an asylum being rather that 
of a prison with wrought iron cells 
and barbed wire fencing to lacerate 
the flesh of such insane persons as 
might make an effort to escape 
by scaling the yard fence, and gag- 
ging such patients as used * 

anguage, etc. Second, That he 

has no business 3 and 
by reason of such lack uf knowledge 
the funds devoted to the improve- 
ment of the asylum and the care of 
its inmates, have been partly 
squandered. Third, That he has 
been guilty of malfeasance in office, 
having converted the property of 
the State to hisown use. Fourth, 

That he has, and now employs per- 

sons in various capacities in und 

about the asylum, whom he has de- 
cl to be, and who are uufitted 
to be employes of that institution. 

Fifth, That the patients during his 

administration, bave been barbar- 

ously, cruelly and inhumanely 
treated, and that such treatment 
was encouraged by the words and 
acts of the Superintendent; and it 
was for the reason set forth in this 
charge, that I, on the 20th 2 of 
last July, resigned the position eld 
by me at the asylum; and it was 
only on the positive promise of Dr. 
Bishop (given iu the presence of two 
of the leading citizens of Reno), 
that the wrongs complained of 
should be corrected, that I reassumed 
my position. Sixth, That he lacks 
administrative ability, and by rea- 
son of a lack of discipline, the lives 
of the inmates of the asylum are in 
danger. And by reason of these 
acts and shortcominys of the Super- 
intendent of the Nevada [Insane 

Asylum, the noble charity to which 

these funds of the ple have been 

devoted, utterly fail to accomplish 
the results desired. All of which is 
respectfully submitted,
